FARM. 
Tur Far, Waeat Cror 


The acreage of the new crop of fall wheat 
In'the province is about the same as that 
ven to the crop of this year. The early 
‘arvest gave ample opportunity for cultiva- 
tion of the soil, and but for tho continued 
drouth at the sowing period, which deterred 
many from risking their seed wheat in tho 
rched ground, a wider area would have 

n devoted to the crop. The appearance 

Of whoat sown on summer fallows is favor- 
ablo, but on clay land, owing to the baking 
‘effects of the drouth, the soil was: hard and 
ninviting, and a portion of the sood per- 
ishetl in the ground from lack of moisture. 
Where was not much growth in October, and 
tho beard is rather short, but taken on the 
whole the appearance and general condition 
of the crop at the end of the month may be 
ranked as fair. In the Lake Eric and Lake 


Huron counties the Hessian fly and the 
wire-worm, the later especially, are said to 
have done harm to the young plants, but 
elsewhere little or no injury is reported by 


nacots. 


_Nortawest Prarie CATTLE. 


The second train load ot beef steers from 
the ranche of the Northwest Cattle Company 


arrived on Thursday at the Canadian Pacific 
stock yards at Hochelaga. A large number 
of buyers were present, including o number 
of city butchers. The exporters were anx- 
fous to gobble up the whole lot for shipment, 
but the ranche company were determined, if 
possible, that the people here should have 
an opportunity of trying the qualities of our 
prairie beef. Brown Bros. & Nicholson pur- 
chased one pen, containing fifty head, at 
$56 each. The cattle were then weighed on 
the Canadian Pacific railway scales, and 
averaged over 1,370 lbs per head all round, 
the first batch weighing exactly 1,403 lbs. 
tach, The lot realized about $56 per head.

Roller process bran is, on the average,

Its excess of ash or mineral matters 
eminently fits it for bone building in grow- 
ing animals, and for supplementing the lack 
of mineral matters in roots, 

4, Its chemical composition points to the 
eonclusior that it is somewhat better adapt- 
ed to the information of fat and production 
of heat than to the formation of muscle or 
of milk. 

5. Both its chemical composition and its 
physical form adapt it admirably as a sup- 
plementary food to be used in connection 
with poor and bulky fodder, such as straw 
and roots,

Stringing Barbed Wire. 
Just how to string barbed wire for fence- 
makiog has always perplexed me. I have 
tried all sorts of plans, but now have hit ona 
method that works perfectly. The spool of 
wire is placed on end at the first post. The 
little end of a crowbar is put down through 
the centre holes of the spool and stuck into 
the ground far enough to hold. A horse is 
then hitched to the end of the wire, and 
pulls it along the line of the fence to the far 
end, It unwinds readily, and it is surpris- 
ing what a Jong string of it a horse will pull 
without much exertion, The friction of the 
end of the spool on the.ground keeps it from 
unwinding faster than the pulling of the wire 
demands, and there are none of the danger- 
ous, unfriendly scratches of the wire that are 
encountered when the attempt is made to 
carry the spool by hand to string the wire.

Where the Money Goes. 

It was stated the other day on the author- 
ity of the New York Herald, that about 
40,000,000 ballots were printed for the 
elections in New York on Tuesday last. 
The Times places the figure at 80,000,000 
and says that not more than 1,200,000 were 
deposited in the ballot boxes. Yor receiv- 
ing and coufiting these ballots the city em- 
ployed and paid 5,684 persons, of whom 
4,060 were inspectors of election and 1,624 
were poll clerks, It is estimated that 
besides these men paid out of the city treas- 
ury, each of the five parties which had 
tickets in the fleld, employed under pay 
forty-five men in each election district, or 
36,540 in all the 812 districts. This makes 
a total of 42,224 voters, out of 200,000, who 
Were under pay in the city on election day, 
ad were selected for their work by tlie 
party managers. ‘I'he total amount receiy- 
ed'by them, from either the city treasury 
or the party organizations, was not less than 
$300,000, to say nothing of the large sums 
distributed in other ways, ‘These facts af- 
ford an insight into some of the methods of 
operation of the ‘* machines” in the poli- 
tics of New York city. The Z'imes calls for 
reform in this matter, and suggests that the 
ballots should be furnished at the public 
expense, and given directly to the voters.

Tewfik Pasha is known as a gentleman of 
refinement, a faithful husband and a good 
father. But his influence upon public af- 
fairs is scarcely noticeable. Ever since his 
accession to the throne the actual ruling 
power has been in the hands of the agents 
of France and England, who collected the 
revenues, dividing them between the Khe- 
dive and the bond-holders. This European 
control irritated the natives and cause 
rebellion led by Arabi Pasha in 1881, 
France refusing her aid, England put down 
the revolt alone, and since that time has 
had sole charge of the Egyptian govern- 
ment. But the British occupation has not 
been successful. In 1883 a religious war 
began in the Soudan under ‘* El Mahdi.” 
The revolt was allowed to grow until it 
could not be suppressed without enormous 
cost of men and money. After great losses 
the British abandoned Equatorial Africa 
and most of Nubia to the rebels, but not 
umtil the expenses of the war had plunged 
Egypt more deeply than ever into debt. 
This is the situation. The Khedive lives in 

rand style and has an annual allowance of 

50,000. He is assisted bys cabinet of 
five ministers and by a COMER assembly, 
But all this machinery is under English 
supervision, and nothing of importance iu 
law, finance, or military matters is done 
without the knowledge and approval of the 
English agent.

“Who comes from La Rochelle smells of 
mud” is one of the homely proverbs of the 
French villagers, and, like all old sayings, it 
contains & certain amount of trut . 

La Rochelle stands, with a curious mix- 
ture of swamps and higher ground stretch- 
ing around it, within a small distance of the 
town, ‘There is not the distinctive wet 
marsh, alternating with firmer, drier ground, 
which one finds in Gascony; but in its 
place, dn either side of the roads intersect 
ing that part of the country, are tracts o 
marsh land extending for many acres, green, 
with tall sedges and rushes lifting their 
lances five and six feet above the level, with 
a thick growth of ranker grass growing 
about their roots thick as a mat. 

Here and there will be foun1 a clear spot, 
4 miniature lake with water not more that

About 25,000 barrels of apples were ex- 
ported from Prince Edward during the past 
year for which, the farmers received $40,000. 
It is unfortunate that the farmers of Hast- 
ing do not pay more attention to setting out 
fruit trees and thus secure « profitable source 
of revenue. In many parts of the State of N. 
York and in some sections of Ontario the 
farmers are paying great attention to grape 
culture. They have set out acres of their 
land with vines, and it is found that when 
once the vines begin to bear, the yield is 
large and in some cases reaches the valne of 
$500 peracre. The land is not without 
value while waiting fcr the vines to bear, 
as it can be used for the cultivation of vege- 
tables. Prince Edward County, and por- 
tions of Lennox and Hastings, especially 
along the Bay of Quinte and Napanee river, 
are well adapted for grape culture. There 
are many new branches of agriculture to 
which farmers might profitably direct their 
attention.

UTILIZING COARSE FODDER. 


Corn fodder, straw, and even marsh hay 
at times, are the sole dependence for feeding. 
In such cases these inferior fouders may be 
made up by the addition of the richer foods 
which can be purchased ana used at such u 
protit as will be satisfactory to the dairyman. 
And in feeding these coarser fodders, the 
use of roots with them will be found exceed- 
ingly valuable, The succulent roots being 
almost wholly digestible, aid very much in 
the digestion of the coarser fodder; and for 
winter feeding a supply of mangels or suzar 
beets will be indixpensable for the moat 
profit. In a similar way the use of malt 
sprouts steeped in water, which makes a 
sweet semi-liquid pulp of an agreeable odor 
and taste, mixed with cut straw and corn 
fodder, has been found to keep up the yield 
of milk; and with a slight increase in the 
mixed meal, or ground grain food, to pre- 
vent any deficiency in the yield of butter, 
Well cured corn fodder, or the stalks of the 
corn crop, cut before frost, or as soon as the 
grain has been glazed and stacked so as to 
preserve the greenuess and sweetness of the 
of the leaves, has yielded, with the addition 
ot a peck of sliced roots, 2s much and as 
good butter as that made from the best fo 
clover hay.—American Agriculturist for De-

CHARACTER AND COMPOSITION OF 
CREAM, 


Cream is the tatty portion of the milk 
which rises to the top when the milk stands 
at rest. The difference in the rpecific 
gravity of creamand milk necessarily causes 
this separation; indeed to some extent this 
separation is partially made in the reservoirs 
of the udder, for it is a well-established fact, 
that the first drawn milk is less rich in 
cream. The cream rises more rapidly un- 
der certain circumstances, as when the milk | 
is set in deep pails, in cold water, ata tem | 
perature of forty-five degrees, when all the 
cream is raised through eighteen or twenty 
inches of milk in twelve hours; while at | 
sixty degrees it will require thirty hours to 
rise completely through three inches of milk 
set in shallow pans. Also when the milk 
is diluted, the cream rises more quick- 
ly, becanse the milk becomes less adherent, 
‘The low temperature of forty-five degrees 
| reduces the milk to almost its maximum 
density, which is at thirty-nine degree 
hence the cream is comparatively lighter | 
than ata higher temperature. ‘This fact is 
taken advantage of in the use of the deep 
pails and low temperature for setting milk 
or cream; an innovation which has been of 
the greatest value in butter making The 
cream raised in this manner is, however, 
| more fluid, and has more milk mixed with

Dangers of Land Monopoly. 

Ata Baptist Congress recently held in 
Indianapolis Ex-Senator Doolittle gaye an 
address on this sabject, 

Mr. Doolittle, in brief words, spoke of the 
“Land Question,” as it was mot and answer 
ed by the great law-givers of the Hebrew, 
Greek and Roman civilizations, He showed 
in what manner they sought to guard their 

yeople against the evils of land monopoly 

Phe laws of Moses provided for the division 
of lands, first, among the twelve tribes; 
and, second, the division of the lands of the 
tribes equally among the families of the 
tribe. Moses especially provided (except 
within walled cities’, that no sale, lease or 
mortgage of the land could be made to ex 
tend beyond the year of jubilee ;—which 
came once in ‘ifty years. 

During all that time a right of redemption 
was always reserved to the famity. But 
whether redeemed or not, the jubilee of it- 
self restored every man to hia possessions 
It proclaimed anew ‘“‘liberty throughout all 
the land.” In the ancient republics of 
Greece and Rome, their law-givers made an 
equal partition of lands and fixed a limit 
upon the amount of land which any one cit 
izen could hold, as the very basis upon 
which alone a republic can be maintained. 
When all these limits were broken down, 
and immense domains were held by the rich 
and cultivated by slaves, the republics per- 
ished. The empire came, one military mas- 
ter, all the rest slaves. 

He then passed rapidly to the fuedal eys- 
tem of the dark ages, which followed the 
overthrow of the Roman empire by the Teu 
tonic lords of Germany; and which gives 


viso to any one land in excess of the limit- 
ation. But that does not take away his 
property. Itis death which takes him and 
sovers him from the control of his property. 
A dead man has no right to control his 
property, beyond what the law especially 
gives him. There is nothing in the Bill of 


Rights or Declaration of Independenco 
which gives to a dead man the right to 
control hia property in this world after he 
leaves it. The earth heloogs to the living, 


not to the dead, and the lawis to provide 

for the living and not for the dead. Our 

ancestors declared against the law of pri- 

mogeniture which exists in Eogland, in 

order that great eatates might he aub divided , 
by death. This proposed law of land limit- | 
ation npon gifts and iaheritances is in the 
same direction. It looks to the same end,— 

the prevention of land menopoly and land 

aristocracy ; and this should apply to citi- 

zons as well as to aliens Some men now-a- 

days think themselves very brave and very 
patriotic in denouncing a foreign-landed 
aristocracy ; while « home Janded aristocracy 
is equally dangerous to the republic ; per- 

haps even more #0. Such, in brief, is my 
opinion of a true, wise, and practical mode 
of securing ourselves against the danger of 

land monopoly. 

But as intimately connected with this eub- 
ject, after thns fixing a system of land 
limitation which would prevent the monopo- 
ly of land by the few and would thereby 
give to every honest, frugal, and industrious 
man, who has capacity to govern himsclf, 
an opportunity to become a landholder, and 
to purchase and pay for a homestead for his 
family, I would go a step further. In order

Chinese Enterprise. 


The Chinese, it is said, are showing them- 
selves a little more friendly to railroads than 
they have in the pass. Consequently the 
English, and others who make rails and 
machinery, have some hope that a market 
will be opened before long in the great Cel-| 
estial Empire for their wares. That this 
would mean a business of enormous propor-| 
tions, may be seen from the fact that the 
populations of all the railway-using nations 
do not amount to much more than half that 
of the Chinese Empire. 

To show how hostile John Chinaman has 
been to railroad building, the history of one | 
experimental line may be quoted. tt was 8. 
road of two-feeb guage, constructed from 
Shanghai to Woosung, a distance of nine | 


a half miles. Much trouble was had in pur- 

chasing the right of way, as the Chinese are | 
superstitious about permitting traveling 

over the graves of their ancestors. It was 

found necessary to pay off two hundred and 

thirty-seven different proprietors, for the 

people all along the line began to discover | 
graves of ancestors as soon as the road was 

projected. One thrifty proprictor insisted | 
that he had five mothers-in-law interred in 

a small strip which was needed, 


Bub the railway was completed at lost, 
and ran with great success for fifteen months, 
fieally the Imperial Government raised on 
objection to having railway property owned 
by foreigners. They, however, offered to 
purchase this line, and did so. Then they 
turned about and sold it to the Governor of 
Formosa, pulled up the rails and packed 
the entire plantfor shipment. ‘I'he material 
was handgomely insured and ehipped to 
Formosa. Meanwhile the wily Viceroy had 
removed the Governor of Formosa from his 
post. So there was nobody to receive the 
material; the ships went to wreck, and the 
locomotives were tumblod into the mud of 
Formosa, where they remain to this day. 
That is a fair sample of Chinese enterprise.

Tux Bap Erreots or WorrrY. 


A person who constantly frets and worries 
is never in good heslth. In some casos & 
disposition to worry is the result of disease, 
and ia a symptom of disordered brain and 
nerves, or the result of some physical dis- 
ability or reflex irritation. In other caves it 
mey be the result of an hereditary tendency 
or of vicious habits formed in early life 5 in 
either case it is certain to produce a diseased 
state of the body. So we may say with 
truth that a person who always frets and 
worries is a diseased person. 

The Alienist and Neurologist makes the 
following excellent remarks upon this sub 
ject, which we fully endorse : 3 

“People fall into the habit of worrying 
about these little mishaps that of necesrity 
come up in the life ofevery one; and the habit 
once formed is a difhcult one to overcome. 
Worry, above all things, conaumes vitality, 
and disarranges the harmonious working of 
the functions. It leads to loss of appetite, 
to sleepless nights, to irritable nerves, to 
imparied nutrition. It robs the disporition of 
attractive qualities, it lessens the mental 
vigor, and it not infreqnently is a father in 
the production of nervous disorder. Sensi- 
tive people, those who are easily wounded 
and discouraged, are most apt to worry 
when affairs go wrong, and yet they are just 
the ones whom worry will harm the most 


and who will lose most in life by indulging 
in it. Trials and reverses may destroy the 
oversensitive or the weak, unless such per- 
sons prepare for them hy the cultivation of 
patience and courage. hose, however, who 
are not fretted and depressed by the amall 
mishaps and adversities of life, are the bet- 
ter for encountering them, for they are & 
part of the necessary and kindly discipline 
of experionce that belps us to build up char- 
acter, and strengthens it as the storm that 
bends the vigorons tree strengthens and con 
solidates its health fiber.”

No doubt, if Longfellow had lived in that 
day, he would not have nad occasion to be 
angry with the man who shovld have called 
upon him, as acertain salve peddler once 
did, with a request to write a poem in praise 
of his salve, which he would have printed 
on slipsand circulated in advance, to adver- 
tise his wares, 

But even Ben Jonson was sometimes put 
to his wits’ end to get up rhymes in praise 
of his rich patrons, He was once requested 
by a young man to write the epitaph of a 
man who had died and left him, the young 
man, a large estate. The poet wanted to 
know what the dead man had done—what 
he was remarkable for. 

“‘ Well,” said the young man, ‘I can’t 
say that he ever did anything.” 

‘Did he ever give away money in char- 
ity 2” 

ON-no,” said the young man; ‘not that 
I ever heard of.” 

** Was he reputed to have done any kind 
acts ?” 

“ No.”

Bhe facts about the punishment ef a 
Mounted policemen for declining to polish 
hia officer’s bouts are thus given by the 
North-West prees :—‘* An officer in ‘K’ 
division was, by some means or other, lofts 
without that very necessary adjunct to an 
oftticor’s life, a servant.

©. T. Unions, accompanied by represénta- 
tives from several of the other temperance 
, | organizations,waited on the Minister of Edu- 
cation recently for the purpose of receiving 
explanations as to the position of the subject 
of scientific tempertnce instruction in the 
Pablio schools as affected by the new regula- 
tion about to be issued by the Education 
Department, 

In answer to questions, the Hon, Mr. 
Ross stated that the subjects of temperance 
and hygiene are placed on the programme 
of studies, and the teacher is ie the 
| same obligation to teach scientific temper- 

ance as he is to teach any other subject. 

That the trastees have no power to omit 
avy subject from the school curriculum 
gests by the department. The regu- 
| lation never intended that any subject pre 
| scribed by the department should be omitted 
by the trustees, nor is it intended’ that 
scientific temperance be omittel. 

That if the inspector reports that scien- 
tific temperance instruction is not taught as 
| it should be in any school the grant would 
certainly be withdrawn. 

That the subject of scieutific temperance 
will not be placed on the list o: departmen- 
tal examinations for Pablic school pupils, 
but every certificated teacher must pass an 
examination in scientific temperance know- 
ledge, whether he be a teacher for Public 
or High schools, 

That an authorized temperance text Book 
will be placed on the list of books to be 
used by the pupils in the Public schools. 
That itis the duty of the inspector to re- 
port upon everything affecting the effi- 
ciency of every Public school mm their dis- 
trict. There is no means of knowing the 
regulations are complied with except by 
those reports. Should an inspector com- 
plain in the matter of temperance, and 
should the conyplaint be good, the grant 
would be withheld.

The stmr, Southern Belle was successfully 
hauled upon the marine railway of the 
Deseronto shipyard last week to undergo 
complete repairs during the winter. From 
Mr. Wilson who in the capacity of engineer, 
has been for fourteen years connected with 
this steamer we gather the following facts 
which will be of general interest. She was 
built at Renfrew, Scotland, by Messrs. 
Simmons, of the London works in the year 
1861 and received the name Rothesay Castle 
by which designation she was known for 
many years. She was designed with a view 
to great speed and on her trial trip attained 
21} milegyan hour, She continued to ron 
on the Clyde and adjoining waters for two 
or three years, until she was purchased as 
a blocade runner during the American civil 
war. She made several trips between 
Charleston and Nassau, netting her owner 
large sums as the result, On one occasion 
she was nearly captured by the American 
cruisers and received one or two shots in the 
hull from a frigate, but her great epeed en- 
abled her finally to effect an escape. After 
the war she came to Halifax where she was 
purchased by Capt. Leach who placed her 
shortly after on the route between ‘loronto 
and Hamilton, In 1869 she was placed on | 
the route between Campbellton and Shediac, 
New Beunswick, where she ran for several | 
years being subsidized by the local govern- 
ment of that province. During the winter | 
of 1873 while fata up at Shediac she was de 
stroyed by fire nothing being left but her | 
iron hull. She was rebuilt and in 1874 re- 
turned to Toronto where Capt. Leach ran 
| her until 1876 when she was sold to a com 
pany and her name was changed to Southern 
Belle, being employed chiefly in excursions 
from Toronto to Niagara and other points 
on the lake. She has steamed from Toronto 
to Niagara in two hours and three minutes, 
but her average time was two hours and ten 
minutes. For the past eight years she has 
been on the Toronto and Hamilton route 
making two trippaday. A few weeks ago

The meat is not fit for salting until free 
from animal heat, and yet it should not be 
frozen in the least, as this condition pre- 
vents the salt Penetrating it, Trim the 
lean meat from the middlings ; it is better 
relished in Sausage than after being salted, 
This lower stratum of lean pork is supposed 
to have special virtue in seasoning baked

A feeding floor made of scantling covered 
with old plank, that can be gathered up on 
almost any farm, laid on the ground, so that 
the floor will be more than four or five inches 
above the ground, willbe a great improve 
ment over the ground feeding floor, It 
should be large enough to give each animal 
good feeding room. Hogs weighing 150 
pounds each will feed without crowding on 
seven square feet of flooring per head. If 
the farmer has’ the desire to improve the 
keeping of his swine sufliciently to build a 

* plank feeding floor, he will keep the floor in 
good condition. Tt will take but a few min- 
utes every two or three days to shovel the 
cobs off the floor, aud if dusty sweep it. The 
man using a feeding floor for the first time 
will be surprised at the small amount of 
droppings the hogs leave on it while eating, 
proving that they'are cleanly by nature when 
they have the opportunity. 


Prorits oF THE Farm, 
Whether farmers get their rightful share

Your farm implements on an aver- 
age cost $2.50 per cultivated acre, or $475, 
and live stock of all kinds is worth $950, or 
35 anacre ; so then the total capital required 
for such an estate is $8,740—say £1,830 
sterling. The taxes are somewhat under 
one cent on the dollar, and as assessed value 
is $19 per acre—about two-thirds—our aver- 
age farm pays anoually $36 for municipal 
and school purposes ; in other words ten 
penceanacre, 1 yive these sterling moneys 
to enable comparisons where it is sure to be 
used.

Mealy potatoes are more nutritious than 
waxy, because the former contain’the great- 
est quantity of starch. Thus a microscope 
showsa potato to be almost entirely com- 

posed of cells, which are sometimes filled, 
and s¢metimes contain clusters of beautiful 
little oval grains. Now those litte grains 
remain unchanged in cold weather, but 
when the water is heated to about the de 

gree that melts wax they dissolve in it, the 
whole becoming a jelly, and occupying a 
Jarger space then it did in the form of grains, 
When potato is boiled each of the cells 
becomes full of jelly, and if there is not a 
great quantity of starch in the cells it will 
pot burst; but i: the number of graivs, or 
thei. sizo, be very great, the potato is brok 

en on all sides by the expansion of the jelly 
in the cells, und mealiness is produced. To 
insure mealy potutoes, peel them and put 
them on the fire in boiling water; when 
nearly done drain them, put them on a dry 
cloth, cover them closely, and set them 
near the fire for five minutes. In time of 
frost the only precaution ia to keep the 
potatoes in a perfectly dark place for some 
days after the thaw has commenced,

Butwhy should the religion which 
has been productive of so much genuine 
good in Europe and in America fail where 
itis so much needed? The answer to thia 
question is given, in part, by Major-Gen- 
eral Blakeley, who says: ‘Throughout 
the Bricish possessiuns the natives are con- 
stant observers of the lives led by Chris. 
tians ; and, beyond the system of Sunday 
church-going, they never see any religious 
puncte, or, in fact, the evidence of any re- 
igion at all, They see, on the other hand, 
the Mussulman deily at sunset showing that 
he is not ashamed of his God, and turned 
towards Mecca, performing his devotions,” 
It would thus appear that the Christian ex. 
ample is not invariably encouraging to the 
heathen. How can the missionary impress 
the pagan with the advantages of Chriati- 
anity when the sample accompanying him 
is bad? Bat the difficulty in spreading the 
Gospel is enhanced by the tanner in which 
the truth is presented. It frequently hap- 
pens that the missionary mistakes his tude, 
uncultivated heathen hearers for a cul ure 
city cougregation, and thus in his addresses 
and in his methods fires far above their 
heads. One of the reviews for last month 
contains a most entertaiving article relating 
the particulars of a supposititious visit to a 
missionary in the heart of Africa, The in.

Some writers have endeavored to ghow on 
the authority of that famous philosopher 
Hobbes, that man 18 the only * animal” thar 
can laugh, but there seems to be a differ 
ence of opinion on that subject. 

**There are animals that both laugh and 
weep. There are, on the contrary, races of 
mon, like the American Indians und Cinga- 
lese Vedda+, which do nos laugh. 

Two essentials are needed in order to pro- 
duce the physical phenomenon of laughter 
in man—fhrst, facial, vocal, or other muscles, 
insluding the diaphragm, and second, the 
emotions or ideas which give rise to laugh- 
ter. Certain animals possess both these es- 
sentials. The gorilla possesses the facial 
muscles, and Darwin cleims that various 
monkeys have them. All the mammalia, in 
common with man, have the diaphragm, 
which is capable of rapid relaxation and 
contruction, a8 well as spasmodic action. 
The chimpanzee is said to smile. The smile 
of a titi monkey is a playful one. The dog 
can both smile and grin, whether affection 
or pleasure, hypocrisy or cunning dictates. 
Dogs distinguish the different kinds of 
laughter, they note the distinction between 
that which good humored and that which is 
sarcastic. They are sensitive to ridicule, 
yet not unfrequcntly try to produce laughter 
in man, .nd deep is their mortification if 
they fail. Romanes tells us of a Skye ter- 
rier that tried to amuse his master by cer- 
tain tricks it had taught itself, and was 
sulky if its efforts proved fruitless. An 
orang outang in the London Zoologicil Gar- 
dens showed every sign of pleasure when its 
practial jokes excited the men’s laughter, 
and Rey. Dr. Wood records the instance of 
a tame jackdaw who enjoyed the fun of 
boys’ games like leap frog and tag as much 
as the boys did themselves, 

The statement that there are races of 
men that do not laugh, lacks confirmation 
and throws a shadow upon what the writer 
has to say about the “ laughing birds and 
beasts,” 

The parrot is a capital laugher, He 
langhs at his own practical jokes. White 
speaks of the heartiness of laughter in the 
woodpecker. A pet magpie, he says, had a 
laugh that was so hearty, joyous and natural 
, no one who heard it could help joining in it. 
, There are tales of certain swallows who on 
the successful issue of a practical joke play- 
ed by them on a cat, seemed each to set up 
a laugh at the disappointed enemy very like 
the laugh of a young child when tickled. 
Miss Co bbe says the goose has, perhaps, the 
keenest appreciation of humor of any ani- 
mal, unless it be her own arch enemy, the 
fox. And she illustrates this assertion by 
the narrative of a practical joke played ona 
pumber of pigs by a flock of geese. The

The colder the water is, the greater the ca- 
pacity to contain these gases, At the ordi- 
nary temperature a pail of water will absorb 
4 pint of carbonic acid gas and several pints 
of ammonia. The capacity is nearly doubled 
by reducing the water to the temperature of 
ice. Hence water kept in a room for a 
while is unfit for use.
